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XIV—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS

No. 50—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during October, November and December, 1959 


October 


General—In contrast with the dry conditions prevailing during most of the earlier months, 
October weather showed a return to more normal conditions. In the southern part of the State 
westerly winds caused by southern depressions passing Cape Leeuwin, alternated with the easterlies 
of the following anticyclones, and at some places in the far south there were almost as many wet 
days as fine ones. 


Farther north low-pressure areas developed frequently over the tropics and the central part 
of the State, but they caused little or no rain at most places. Troughs extending southward from 
them brought warm air at times to the southern divisions, particularly in the eastern part of the 
State, where temperatures exceeded 90° on a few occasions. 


Rainfall—Many places in the South-West division received more than the normal October 
rainfall, the highest total being reported from Dwellingup where 430 points were registered. In 
the wheatbelt, many centres received surpluses of half an inch or more, but on the other hand 
there were also others with deficits of similar amounts. 


In the South-Coastal subdivision totals were considerably higher than in the rest of the division, 
only two centres receiving less than two inches, while two others received more than four inches. 


In the South-Eastern division totals were variable, ranging from only three points at Albion 
Downs to 288 at Salmon Gums. They were generally best in the areas adjacent to the South-West 
division, and lightest in the north. 


The useful rains did not extend far to the north, and apart from those of the first week when a 
few light falls were received in the Gascoyne division, little or no rain fell in the central and north- 
ern part of the State. However, this is not unusual in October, and at Boolardy which received 
nearly four times its normal rainfall, the total amounted to only 33 points. 


Temperature—In the far north temperatures were above normal almost throughout the month, 
but a little farther south on the Kimberley coast the reverse conditions existed. At Wyndham and 
Kalumburu the century was exceeded on most days, but at Broome the normal maximum of 90-2° 
was reached on only six occasions. 


In the De Grey district day temperatures were low for the first week but above normal 
afterwards, and at Marble Bar the century was exceeded on every day but one after the 8th of 
the month. In the rest of the State a similar trend was evident, the weather being warmer in the 
last half of the month. 


Night temperatures showed a similar pattern in many respects, and at Wyndham the mini- 
mum fell below 80° on only seven occasions during the month. After the 26th temperatures at this 
centre remained above 84° until the last day of the month and rose as high as 104° at times. In 
the south minimum temperatures were considerably lower, but on most days they did not fall 
below 40° anywhere in the State. 


The lowest temperature recorded was 34° at Bridgetown on the 12th, while the highest was 
112° at Fitzroy Crossing on the 21st. 


Metropolitan—In Perth rainfall was about normal, there being 13 wet days over which a 
total of 210 points was registered. This was one more than the average number of wet days, 
but eight points less than the normal rainfall. 


During the rains in the early part of the month winds were at times fairly strong, westerly 
gusts reaching 40 miles per hour, 56 miles per hour and 42 miles per hour on three consecutive 
days. In the rest of the month they were considerably lighter. 


Maximum temperatures were mainly below normal in the first half of the month and above 
normal in the second, the highest being 82-8° and the lowest 62-5°. Minima were mainly above 
normal, ranging from 60-8° to 46-2°. 


November 


General—Early in the month a depression which passed south of Cape Leeuwin brought 
westerly winds and gales to places in the South-West division, and again in the fourth week 
similar conditions developed. Between these times a series of anticyclones moving eastward 
along the south coast, brought easterly winds to the southern half of the State. 


A low-pressure area covered the tropics practically throughout the month, and extended 
over almost the whole of the State at many times during the last fortnight. It was not produc- 
tive of much rain, but brought scattered thunderstorms to places throughout the State. On 
several occasions, as the anticyclone to the south split into two cells, a low-pressure trough ex- 
tended southward between them, bringing tropical air to the southern divisions and causing a 
general rise in temperature. 


Rainfall—tIn the far north there were a few good rains, and at Kalumburu where 192 points 
fell on the 25th the month’s total was nearly one-and-a-half inches above normal. These rains 
did not extend far south, and although there were a few fair to good falls in the Kimberley division 
they were confined almost entirely to the North and East sub-divisions. In the West Kimberley 
very little rain was recorded and none at all in coastal districts. 


In the remainder of the tropics, and in the central part of the State rainfall was negligible, 
most centres reporting none. 


There were three general rains in the agricultural areas. In most places they were light, 
but a few heavy falls were received particularly in the South-Coastal district between Jerramun- 
gup and Esperance. Some of these storms extended into the South-Eastern division, where 
some good falls were received in the districts adjacent to the agricultural area. In the northern 
part of this division and in the Eucla division rains were much lighter. 


Totals for the month were mainly above normal in the South-West division and about 50 
per cent. of the South-East and Eucla division. In the rest of the State they were almost all 
below normal. 


Temperature—Except in the far north, day temperatures were generally below normal in 
the first few days and again after the 19th. In the intervening period conditions were consider- 
ably hotter, and on both the 16th and 17th Marble Bar reported 115°, the highest temperature 
in the State during November. At both Marble Bar and Fitzroy Crossing the century was reached 
on all days of the month, and at Marble Bar the maximum reached or exceeded 110° on 15 con- 
secutive days, from the 7th to the 2lst. 


Although the century was reached twice at Esperance, temperatures in the south were gener- 
ally well below those in the tropics, and on several occasions the maximum in the coolest part of 
the State was 50° or more below the maximum in the tropics. 


Minimum temperatures followed a similar trend. At Wyndham they fell below 80° only once 
during the month, and at Wittenoom during the hotter period they fell below 84° only once in 
13 consecutive days. The highest minimum for the month, 90°, occurred at Wittenoom during 
this period. 


Temperatures below 40° were reported only three times during the month, the lowest in 
the State being 33° at Bridgetown. This was 55° below the minimum reported from Wittenoom 
on the same day. 


Metropolitan—In Perth temperatures were about normal and ranged from 94-1° on the 9th | 
to 48-0° on the 22nd. Winds were not particularly strong, but they exceeded 40 miles per hour | 
on four days and reached 47 miles per hour from the west-north-west on the lst. 


Rain fell on five days, 96 points being recorded on one of them. This fall alone was 13 points 
more than the November average and with a total of nearly one-and-a-half inches November ! 
became the second month to record a surplus of rainfall during the year. The fall was particu- : 
larly welcome in view of the existing restrictions on the use of sprinklers on lawns and gardens. 


December 


General—During much of December the air circulating over Western Australia was of southern 
origin, the main feature of the weather chart being an anticyclone over the south coast, from which 
comparatively cool air flowed over the State. 


The troughs which occasionally extended southward from the tropical low-pressure area, | 
usually formed inland from the west coast, with the result that Perth and the west coastal areas 
experienced comparatively cool, pleasant, weather. 


Most of the rain recorded during the month in the southern half of the State came from low- 
pressure centres which developed in one of these troughs extending south from the tropics. At 
the end of the month however, the low-pressure area over the tropics had moved into Central 
Australia, and covered most of the western half of the continent. 
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Rainfall—In the tropics rainfall was below normal except at a few centres. There were 
some reasonably good falls in the North and East Kimberley division, but very little rain was 
registered in the west Kimberley and the remainder of the tropics. At Nullagine a fall of 180 
points on the 26th provided an exception to the general rule and exceeded the December average 
for this station. 


Farther south, in the central parts of the State, there were scattered showers, and at a few 
places in the Gascoyne division the December average was exceeded. The rains were however 
mainly light, and at one of the latter centres, Boolardy, the total for the month amounted to only 
46 points. 


Farther south still, in the agricultural area and the South-Eastern division heavier falls were 
recorded. These occurred mainly in the first half of the month on the Goldfields and on the last 
day of the year in the agricultural area. In this part of the State, and particularly in its southern 
section, many centres received heavy rains. A number received over two inches, and at Marvel 
Loch, the total of 453 points was approximately nine times the normal fall for the month. 


Temperature—In the North and East Kimberley division temperatures were fairly consist- 
ently above normal though they were not particularly high and did not reach 110° on any occasion. 


In the remainder of the State day temperatures were mainly below normal. At no place 
did the temperature reach the century on every day, though at Marble Bar it failed to do so only 
on the 6th, and ranged as high as 116° during the month. This was the highest reported in the 
State. 


During most of the month it was roughly 40° cooler along the south coast than in the hot 
places of the north. 


Night temperatures followed a similar pattern, being almost consistently above normal at a few 
places in the north, and mainly below normal elsewhere. At both Wyndham and Broome they 
exceeded 80° on most occasions, the most uncomfortable night being reported from Wyndham, 
where the minimum did not fall below 90° on the 16th, and was preceded and followed by maxima 
of 108° and 107° respectively. 


Conditions were much cooler—though not cold—in the south, and at Bridgetown the mini- 
mum fell to 40° or lower on five consecutive days early in the month. The lowest temperature 
for the month was 36°, reported from Bridgetown on the 9th. 


Metropolitan—Perth weather was fine and cool during most of the month, though there was 
a warm spell from the 17th to the 27th, during which 90° was exceeded twice. There were two 
consecutive cool days early in the month, when the maximum failed to reach 70°, and the hottest 
day occurred a week later, with a temperature of 93°. 


Minimum temperatures were mainly below normal though they were not particularly low. 
They ranged from 50-1° on the 4th to 68-9° on the 21st. 


No rain was registered until the last three days of the month, during which a total of 52 points 
was recorded. This was seven points below the normal for the month, bringing the total for the 
year to 2,423 points. This is nearly 11 inches below the normal for the year and is the fifth lowest 
annual total recorded at Perth. 


Winds were not particularly strong, the highest gust of 42 miles per hour being recorded 
from both the east-south-east and the west-south-west.
